SACRAMENTO, Sept. 27. The | 
State Board of Control late yesterday 
announced that it would probe the 
present system of charging entrance 
fees of all students now in force at 
the State University. 

Complaints have ‘been received to 


the effect that hundreds of students 
have had to drop out of the univer- 
sity. because of the fees demanded by 
the board of regents. 

Gilbert B. Daniels, chairman of 
the board of control, states that in 
his opinion the officials of the univer- 
sity are evading the law. “The state 
university has not the right to charge 
resident students tuition, and these 
entrance ftes are virtually the same 
thing as tuition fees,” said Daniels. 

Daniels asserted that both his de- 
partment - and “the State department 
of. éducation 
complaiiits . from parents, who say 
that their children’ are ‘unable to 
work their way through school when 
required to pay a tuition fee of from 
$5 Oto $75 a semester.
